In response to the Notification of Missing Requirements mailed May 12, 2003, 
Applicants request that the Notice be withdrawn because it has been sent in error. 

According to the Notice, although a Declaration was received, the Declaration is 
defective because it does not identify the application to which it is directed. The Notification 
states that the Declaration must identify the application by the international application 
number and international filing date. 

The patent application was filed with two Declarations, one Declaration signed by 
each of the two inventors. Although there is no statement that no Declaration was received, 
to prove the filing of the Declarations, a copy of the postcard received from the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office and indicating the presence of the Declarations is attached.

No 
surcharge is due and there is no deadline to be met for the completion of this application.

The Notification states that an additional claim fee of $1,638.00 is required because of 
the presence of ninety-one (91) claims over twenty (20). 

Presumably a copy of the correct application, which was published as WO 01/97500 
is present in the file. If a copy is not present, then an additional copy is supplied herewith. 
The application includes eighteen (18) pages and a total of twenty-two (22) claims with two 
(2) independent claims. The correct filing fee of $820.00 was paid at the time the patent 
application was filed. It is difficult to imagine where the idea arose that there are ninety-one 
(91) excess claims pending in this patent application or that there is any additional filing fee 
due. 

In view of the errors in the Notification as proven by the attached documents, a formal 
notice that the Notification has been withdrawn is respectfully requested.
